“It is interesting to have this 
expression from our state senate 
at this time. I believe, however, 
that in this rebuke of members 
of congress for not ‘advancing 
some plan of their own’ the fact 
has been overlooked that there 
is now pending before the United 
States house of representatives 
a plan which will accomplish the 
results desired hy our Georgia 
state senate. 

“This measure, which I, as a 
member of congress and without 
a ‘waste of time,’ prepared and 
introduced, has been favorably 
reported by the public lands com- 
mittee of the house and is now 
on the house calendar. It is known 
as ‘H. R. 6748, a bill to establish 
a national land policy, and,to pro- 
vide homesteads free of debt for 
actual farm families.’

have made in explanation of the

“With these facts having been 
-brought clearly to the attention of

me now through you to assure its 
members in behalf of thousands 
of farm families in our great state 
‘that we will greatly appreciate

'needed legislation.” ”

This vaccine, it was announced, 
has been tried with favorable evi- 
dence on humans, after two years’ 
experiments on brown Havana 
rabbits, in which it demonstrated 
definite protective powers.

The work was reported in the 


First they killed their germs 
with heat—212-degree steam for 
an hour, Heat killing, they found, 
left the germs’ bodies somewhat 
more effective as a vaccine than 
previously tried dead bacteria. 

Second, they found that adding 
horse serum raised the. vaccine’s 
potency into the useful range. 
Horse serum is the watery fluid 
extracted from horse bfood.

Atlanta Flag Salute Case Appeal 
Goes Before U. S. Supreme Court 


Dorothy Leoles, Member of 


“Jehovah Witnesses,’ Aske 


Final Decision as to Whether Board of Education 
Had Right To Bar Her From School. 


The case of 12-year-old Doro- 
thy Leoles, barred from classes in 
the Crew Street school because 
she refused to conform with the 
Atlanta Board of Education’s rules 
required all students to salute the 
American flag, went before the 
United States supreme court in 
Washington yesterday contesting 
constitutionality of the board’s 
regulation. 

Dorothy’s attorneys asked the 
supreme court to review a deci- 
sion by the Georgia supreme 
court sustaining the school’ board’s 
expulsion of her from the sixth 
grade of Crew Street school for 
refusing to salute the flag. 

Basis for Petition. 


The petition of her father, 
George Leoles, who operated a hat 
cleaning and shoe repairing shop 
on Marietta street until pickets 
billing his shop as “un-American” 
discouraged him from trying to 
carry on, stated that Dorothy be- 
lieved saluting any flag was “an 
act of idolatry, contrary to the ex- 
pressed word and teachings of 
God,” press dispatches from 
Washington said. 


The girl was suspended from 
her class October 14, 1936. She 
told school authorities her re- 
ligious beliefs forbade her from 
worshiping other than “Almighty 
God” and that she was following 
her father’s orders. 


Upon her suspension, her father 
sought an injunction in Fulton su- 
perior court against the school rul- 
ing. Denied the injunction, he took 
the appeal to the state supreme

A “Jehovah Witness.” 

Dorothy’s petition before the 
United States supreme court yes- 
terday pointed out “she is a mem- 
ber of an organization called ‘Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses,’ which believes 
that to salute any flag is an act 
of obeisance or worship of other 
than Jehovah God and therefore 
a sin forbidden by God’s word 
and teaching.” 

On the other hand, board of 
education attorneys in Washing- 
ton asked the high court to dis- 
miss the petition “for want of 
jurisdiction.” . The supreme court 
definitely recognizes “right and 
power of states to control their 
publi¢ schools,” they contended. 

Terming the salute ‘an act of 
respect nigh unto reverence,” 
Dorothy’s petition charged “the 
salute may be fraught with reli- 
gious significance in the mind of 
the individual.” 

Points of Petition. 

“As a form, the salute has no 
meaning either to those who per- 
form or to the state which pre- 
scribes it,” the petition further 
charged. 

“To coerce an individual in ap- 
pellant’s situation to go through 
what to her is an empty form is 
to inculcate hypocrisy, not pa- 
triotism in the individual so 
coerced. 

“And indeed this is the real 
threat to public morality and even 
to public safety, that the applica- 
tion of such a rule to appellant 
and to those in her position must 
needs result in a hypocritical 
compliance or with none at all. 

“As instruction in patriotism, 
the requirement is valueless; as 
instruction in false swearing, it is 
dangerous,”

Storm Is .Thied. in: These

MANILA, Dec. 4.—(#)—A ty- 
phoon of high tensity advanced 
tonight on the central Philippines, 
a region in which two similar 
storms wrought death and havoc 
three weeks ago. 

The new storm immediately iso- 
lated the island of Samar, on the 
east central fringe of the archi- 
pelago, where typhoon signal No. 
6 was hoisted. The signal system 
embraces from 1 to 10 to indicate 
the inténsity on an ascending 
scale. 

A general warning also was is- 
sued advising the populace that 
the storm was of the greatest in- 
tensity.

$5 Bonds Offered to Clubs 
and Organizations in 
This Section. 


- Sales of Christmas seals in Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties yester- 
day had reached $2,463.81, an in- 
crease of approximately 12 per 
cent over the same period last 
year, according to Miss Mary Dick- 
inson, executive secretary of the 
Atlanta Tuberculosis Association. 

While officials of the associa- 
tion are pleased with the gen- 
erous reception given the 1937 
seals so far, it was pointed out 
that the sum raised this year must 
be far in advance of the amount 
contributed in 1936, because the 
need for funds is much greater at 
this time. The association depends 
on the sale of Christmas seals and 
private donations for one-third of 
its. operating” expenses. 

Selling $5 Bonds. 

For the first time this year the 
association is selling $5 bonds to 
organizations and clubs throughout 
this section. Equivalent to 500 
seals which sell for a penny a 
piece, the $5 bond will supply 
medical and nursing care for one 
patient during an entire year. Or- 
ganizations buying a $5 bond lit- 
erally adopt a tuberculosis patient 
for one year, it was pointed out. 
Two hundred seals will supply an 
educational kit of tuberculosis lit- 
erature for a high school library, 
and one hundred seals pays for 
an X-ray plate. Fifty seals, or a 
50-cent contribution, it was point- 
ed out, supplies a medical chart for 
a patient. Twenty-five seals buys 
a bottle of cough medicine, and 
10 seals or a dime (which hun- 
dreds of school children are con- 


tributing), provides a _ tuberculin 
test. 


Seals Sent Out. 
Approximately 6,000 letters con- 
taining Christmas seals have been 
mailed throughout DeKalb county, 
where a_e specialized educational 
program is being conducted in 
connection with the Christmas seal 
sale. Mrs. Guy Hudson is general 
chairman of the DeKalb county 
group.

DEATHS IN STATE 
DECREASE IN 1937 


State Health Department 
Asserts Preventative Meas- 
ures Showing Effect. 


Deaths in Georgia from typhoid 
fever, malaria, diphtheria, tuber- 
culosis, pellagra, dysentery, influ- 
enza, pneumonia, meningococcus 
meningitis and infant and maternal 
mortality, have shown a marked 
decrease for the perioc from Jan- 
uary 1 through August 31, 1937, 
as compared with the same period 
during 1936, according to Dr. T. F. 
Abercrombie, director of the State 
Department of Public Health. 

Through August 31, 1937, there 
was a total of 29,915 deaths re- 
ported caused by these diseases 
while the number for the same 
period in 1936 totaled 31,821, or a 
decrease of 1,906 in the number 
of deaths occurring in 1937 over 


The reduction in the number 
of deaths occurring from these 
diseases is particularly gratifying, 
the health director declared, and 
indicates that preventative meas- 
ures and programs of public 
health in Georgia are having their 
favorable effect. Of special inter- 
est is the reduction in the number 
of deaths occurring from pneu- 
monia, influenza and tuberculosis, 
which are listed among the eight 
leading causes of death reported 
annually. 


Deaths from influenza showed 
a reduction for this period of 28.7 
per cent in 1937 over 1936; pneu- 
monia, 256 per cent, and tuber- 
culosis * {all ), 10.9 per cent. 

In addition to these three dis- 
eases the cause of death in the 
state is headed yearly by heart 
disease, nephritis, accidents, cere- 
bral hemorrhage and cancer. 

Heart disease ranked first in 
1936, while in 1920 it was fifth. 
Pneumonia is second and in 1920 
it was first; nephritis was third 
in 1936 and sixth in 1920. Influ- 
enza was sixth in 1936 and ranked 
second in 1920.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—(4)—The 
price of wheat made iittle change 
today in a quiet, desultory market 
which lacked leadership. 

Prices fluctuated within a range 
of scarcely more than a cent a 
bushel, bobbing at times as much 
as 3-4 cent above Friday’s close, 
then falling back 3-4 below and 
closing 1-4 lower to 1-4 higher. 
The wheat market was under 
the pressure of persistent profit- 
taking sales, but firmness in se- 
curities and estimates of around 
300,000 bushels export sales of 
North American wheat, including 
125,000 bushels of. Pacific coast 
grain to Norway, helped keep the 
market steady. Some traders, 
however, expressed disappoint- 
ment at the export volume over- 
night. 

A decline of 11-4 to 13-8 cents 
in Liverpool wheat was reflected 
only partially here, being offset by 
an advance of 1-8 to 11-8 at 
Buenos Aires. 

Corn prices advanced fractional- 
ly and were higher most of the 
session. Export sales were esti- 
mated at 300,000 bushels. Some 
traders expressed belief farm of- 
ferings would tend to decrease be- 
cause of better returns for corn 
when fed to livestock.

Changes have been made for 
years, it was explained, when 
members had ideas which they 
thought would work better. In that 
way the Federal Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration began loaning funds 
directly to state organizations in- 
stead of only to the parent ACCA. 
The state organizations then dealt 
directly with the farmers. 

Two or three years ago the 
North Carolina organization took 
over all handling of the cotton 
placed in that association—grad- 
ing, buying and selling it to the 
mills. The same plan has been 
growing in Georgia and South 
Carolina. 

Sent to Classing Centers. 

Recently the state organizations 
of Oklahoma, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama ceased classing cotton of- 
fered by the farmers when placed 
in the association. It now is sent 
to classing centers. 

The directors have not discussed 
the suggestions set forward in the 
August letter, Creekmore said, and 
none of them have suggested any 
changes. 

He assured reporters that the 
ACCA and its: stockholder mem- 
ber associations were in “good fi- 
nancial condition” with a capital 
and surplus of $6,166,245 at the 
fiscal year end June 20, of which 
$1,116,246 was “earnings withheld 
“8 time of settlement with mem- 

ers.”

Making—History 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(#)— 
Five hundred men in the public 
eye—ambassadors, justices, cabi- 
net officers, senators, Wall Street 
financiers, labor leaders and oth- 
ers—are wondering what will hap- 
pen to them next Saturday night. 

The Gridiron Club has invited 
them to its semi-annual banquet. 
But they won’t: know until the 
jokes are sprung whether they 
were asked to laugh, or to be 
laughed at. 

The only guest who’s certain is 


Mr. Roosevelt. . The Gridiron Club 
has never failed to razz a Presi- 


ent. 

Since 1885, the club of newspa- 
per correspondents has been hoax- 
ing history in the making. And 
sometimes history has been made 
in the hoaxing. 

Ferret Out Stories. 

Although the .members and 
newspaper guests are pledged not 
to report what occurs inside the 
dining hall, reporters who were 
not present often have ferretted 
out “big stories” from Gridiron 
events. 

America’s entry into the World 
War was forecast early in 1917 
by a strong speech from Woodrow 
Wilson at a Gridiron dinner. The 
message was so important that 
members won the Fresident’s per- 
mission to publish it. 

A year earlier, Wilson had told 
the club guests—according to one 
report—“America ought to keep 
out of this war at the sacrifice of 
everything except . . her sense 
of humanity and justice.” 

The famous “Roosevelt-Foraker 
incident” broke up a gridiron din- 
ner in 1907 before the fish had 
been served. Guests left at mid- 
night still hungry—but happy at 
the show they’d seen. 

Theodore Roosevelt and Sena- 
tor Foraker, of Ohio, shot angry 
barbs at each other, while J. P. 
Morgan waved his napkin and 
shouted in applause, and other 
guests left their cooling: food to 
cheer.

Sev- 
eral newspapers carried stories 
that he would appear at the Grid- 
iron Club. 

The Vizier appeared in royal 
robes.

He called Russia 
“treacherous,” “hypocrite,” “false 
friend.” He called Germany “bar- 
barous.”

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REVENUE AVENUES 
OPEN FOR ceORGI 
DEAN BROOKS SHY 


School of Commerce Head 
Discusses Sales Tax, Gain 
in Expenditures. 


ATHENS, Dec. 4.—Five possi- 
bilities of revenue are open to the 
state legislature in the opinion of 
Dean R. P. Brooks, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia school of com- 
merce, who discussed the present 
problem in the trend of Georgia 
finances in an interview today. 

Based upon the estimated $3,- 
500,000 that the legislature will 
have to raise over and above that 
expected to come from known 
sources, Dean Brooks listed the 
possible new sources as (1) an in- 
crease in the insurance premium 
tax of one-half per cent on the 
gross premiums with an estimated 
income of $250,000; (2) a state in- 
heritance tax, with a possible rev- 
enue of $300,000; (3) state-operat- 
ed liquor stores in communities 
desiring them, a tax upon which 
Dean Brooks believes would bring 
in from $300,000 to $1,000,000; 
(4) diversion of the gasoline tax 


which alone would bring in $3,-' 


000,000 from only a one-cent di- 
version to the general fund; (5) a 
sales tax. 


Sales Tax Possibility. 


Commenting upon the last pos- 
sibility, Dean Brooks said: 

“If the first four suggestions are 
not feasible, there would seem to 
be no way of finding revenue ex- 
cept the sales tax. Dietecanisen 
states now have sales taxes. In 
most cases, these taxes are simple 
2 or 3 per cent taxes upon the re- 
tail sale of goods. In a few states 
the tax is called the gross income 
tax and it is levied upon practical- 
ly all sources of income. It is like- 
ly that either one of these taxes 
would produce in Georgia about 
$10,000,000. There are many ob- 
ections to such a tax, the most 
mportant being that the sales 
taxes lay burdens on the minimum 
of subsistence. The per capita in- 
come of Georgians for 1935 was 
only $253. Vast numbers of the 
people of the state had incomes 
far under this amount. These de- 
pressed classes are living on the 
very minimum of subsistence, and 
any tax laid upon them would 
merely sink them deeper into the 
economic mire. A contrary point 
of view is that since the benefits 
of old-age pensions, the public 
schools, the free textbooks, and so 
forth, mean more to ~ poorer 
classes than to others, there is 
in forcing these

versity of Georgia team meets a 
team of English students, will be 
held at the University of Georgia 
chapel Tuesday night at 8 o’clock. 
The query will be: “Resolved: 
That Democratic government and 
professional politicians are incom- 
patible.” The Georgia speakers 
will represent the negative side 
of the question. 

This year’s English team is com- 
posed of one Oxford student, 
James A. Brown, and one Cam- 
bridge representative, Ronald V. 
Gibson. Speaking for Georgia will 
be Morris B. Abram, of Fitzgerald, 
and Harry Baxter, of Ashburn. 

Abram’s Connections. 

Abram, a senior in the academic 
school, is president of the Inter- 
national Relations Club; a mem- 
ber of Phi Kappa Literary So- 
ciety, Phi Kappa Phi, Omicron 
Delta Kappa, Pericleans, president 
of the freshman law class, win- 
ner of the junior oration, 1937; a 
University of Georgia nominee for 
a Rhodes scholarship this year; 
manager of debates, participated 
in the 1936 English debate and 
the 1936 northern debate trip, and 
will make this year’s annual trip. 
This is his third year on the var- 
sity debating team. 

Baxter received the A. B. de- 
gree from the university in 1936 
and is now a second-year man in 
the school of law. He was vale- 
dictorian of the class of 1936, is 
a member of Phi Beta Kappa, 
Sphinx, Demosthenian Literary 
Society, Omicron Delta Kappa, 
Pericleans, was editor of the 1936 
Pandora.

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‘Aunt Ellen,’ 110, 
Still Able to Visit 
Marietta Shops

MARIETTA, Dec. 4.—In earlier 
life she spent 34 years in slavery! 


But that was 67 years ago. And 
now “Aunt Ellen” McAfee, Cobb 
county’s oldest known resident, is 
basking in her twilight years at 
110, living serenely in the knowl- 
edge that her present-day “white 
chillun,” about whose “goings-on” 
she expresses frank concern, will 
take care of her until her “sweet 
chariot” swings low to carry her 
home. & 

Though the fleeting years have 
dimmed Aunt Ellen’s eyés, and 
though she is able to walk only 
with the aid of a cane and a small 
boy to lead her, she makes regu- 
lar visits to Marietta’s public 
square shopping area each Satur- 
day and buys her week’s supplies, 
“visits” her white friends, and re- 
turns in the afternoon to her home 
near here. 

Knows Friends’ Voices. 


Despite her failing sight, “Aunt| 


Ellen” possesses an acute sense of 
hearing and of touch, and usually 
is able to identify, by their voices, 
the friends she encounters during 
her visits in town. 

“Aunt Ellen” was born August 
12, 1827 (as nearly as records can 
verify), in Mississippi, and was 
sold as a slave at the age of 9. She 
was mistreated, she relates, by her 
first owners, but later was traded 
to an old Kentucky colonel, and 
thereafter received kind treatment 
from. her “marster.” 

Freed in Kentucky in_1870, she 
moved southward again, and came 
to Cobb county, where she has 
since become’a well-known char- 
acter. 

For many years now, “Aunt El- 
len” has been completely support- 
ed by her white friends, and she 
never wants for any necessity to 
make her last years comfortable. 

Married Only Once. 

Sitting quietly at home, she lives 
amid the memories of years agone. 
She was married, she relates, to 
James McAfee, her only husband, 
in the home of a justice of the 
peace in Mississippi, and they liv- 
ed together 55 years, until his 
death. Of their seven children, 
all are now dead except one, a 
daughter, whom “Aunt Ellen” says 
is 50 years old and lives in Chat- 
tanooga. 

An outstanding characteristic of 
this old “mammy” is her frank- 
ness, for she has something of a 
reputation as a reader of character 
and will not hesitate to tell any- 
one “what she thinks about you.” 

Smoking for Girls. 

Although she has smoked a stone 
pipe (given to her by her mother) 
for many years, she strongly dis- 
approves of young girls smoking, 
even to “quiet the nerves,” which 
she says is the reason for her own 
pipe-smoking. 

She frowns on social security 
and, in fact, is much concerned 
about the “goings-on” of today’s 
white generation. 
life, she says, has she witnessed 
such scandalous times as these, 
what with murders, suicides, rob- 
beries, wrecks and all, and warns 
that “nothing good will come of 
such carryings-on.”

GEORGIA MAY LOSE 
476,000 LINT ACRES 


State’s Percentage Declines; 
Most Favorable Plan 
Sought in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(7)— 
Crop control plans debated in the 
senate and house this week would 
effect reductions in Georgia’s cot- 
ton plantings which might run as 
high as 476;000 acres. 


The state’s percentage of the na- 
tional cotton acreage has decreas- 
ed during recent years, while that 
of southwestern and western areas 
has increased sharply. Georgians, 
therefore, insisted on a long-time 
historical basis for establishing 
acreage quotas. 

The 476,000-acre reduction 
would apply, according to the Ag- 
riculture Department figures, un- 
der terms of a proposal by some 
western members to base 1938 
quotas on 1937 acreage. 

Assuming the national quota to 
be 28,000,000 acres of cotton, the 
Georgia share would be 2,155,000. 
This year Georgia has 2,631,000. 

This is but one of several pro- 
posals. Georgia would fare most 
favorably under the senate bill, 
which on a 10-year historical quo- 
ta basis would give the state 
2,166,000 acres in 1938. The house 
bill’s proposed 5-year basis would 
permit 2,158,000 acres. 

Basis of Allotments. 

Georgians were prepared for a 
fight on any attempt to base the 
allotments on 1937 plantings alone, 
and the other proposals failed to 
get unanimous support from the 
delegation. 

Representative Tarver, for ex- 
ample, drew up a set of statistics 
on Georgia and Texas allotments 
to show the plan would be unfair 
to his state. 

In 1935, he said, Georgia pro- 
duced 48 per cent as much cotton 
as Texas, “38 per cent as much 
in 1936, and 33 per cent as much 
in 1937 based on ginnings prior to 
November 14. 

Texas’ Provisions. 

But under the five-year quota 
plan, Texas would be permitted 
to plant 10,663,000 acres of cot- 
ton, nearly five times as much as 
that estimated for Georgia. 

“That difference arises, of 
course,” Tarver said, “because of 
the low average production per 
acre of Texas lands planted to cot- 
ton; in 1935 it was only 133 pounds 
and in 1936, 119 pounds, whereas 
in Georgia during these years av- 
erage lint cotton production per 
acre was 235 pounds and 228 
pounds, respectively.”

In 
other words, with a government} 
policy that tends to maintain a 
high price level for industrial 
products by reason of a high tariff 
wall, our farmers naturally look 
to the government to regulate do- 
mestic prices at compensatory lev- 
els and at the same time provide 
export bounties for cotton ship- 
ped to world markets.” :

Governor Glows. 

Glowing proudly, the Governor 
told of his plans, “which may take 
two or three years,” to provide 
every sightless graduate of the 
Alabama State School for the Deaf 
and Blind with a highly bred 
guide dog. 

A staff member of the Talla- 
dega Institution, the chief execu- 
tive said, will take Mr. Von Son- 
nebach to the Seeing Eye Insti- 
tute, world-famous guide dog 
training center. The staff member 
-will learn to train the now strag- 
fling pup’s descendants, aiding 
them in developing what the Gov- 
ernor hopes will. become inborn 
traits of guidance, 

Serve as Friend. _ 

“At the beginning of each blind 
student’s senior year,” the Gover- 
nor said, “we hope to provide him 
or her with a dog or puppy that 
will serve as a friend and guide 
through life, or at least a big por- 
tion of it. 

“Over that year human being 
and canine can form an undying 
attachment and the animal will 
lead his master in lanes of safety, 
even learning through his training 
to know the traffic light signals. 

“Judge Watkins’ pedigreed pup, 
we hope, will prove a God send 
to our sightless fellow Alabam- 
ans.”

Shorter Time in Processing 
Mortgage Projects Is 
Suggested. 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Tentative proposals for rental 
housing projects have been made 
to the Georgia insuring office of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion by Atlanta and Savannah in- 
terests. 

Sponsors of the proposals were 
not disclosed by the agency. 

It announced, however, modifi- 
cation of regulations to expedite 
the processing of applications in- 
volving insurance of mortgages 
on rental housing projects. — 

W. A. Sirmon, Georgia direc- 
tor of the FHA, said his office 
would be able to make prelimi- 
nary decisions as to acceptability 
of rental housing projects, cutting 
down the processing time consid- 
erably. 

Local offices will be able, also, 
to obtain at first hand, certain in- 
formation which formerly was 
obtainable only after inspection 
tours by members of the Wash- 
ington headquarters staff. 

Other modifications in rules 
provide for a new type of mort- 
gage which allows, in the case of 
projects involving construction of 
single family units, for the release 
of that part of the mortgage in- 
volving structures which are sold. 

Another new provision allows 
for additional dividends, not in 
excess of 2 per cent per annum 
over and above the 6 per cent 
permitted now under certain con- 
ditions.

-The President’s proposal en- 
countered strenuous opposition 
from Georgia senators, who de- 
clared the highway program was 
not the place to start a campaign 
for economy. Senator Russell, 
Democrat, Georgia, predicted the 
plan would-be defeated. 

A total of $5,102,984 was allo- 
cated to Georgia for the current 
fiscal year, according to the an- 
nual report of the roads bureau. 
Under existing law this amount 
would be duplicated next year, 
provided the state maintained its 
own highway expenditures. 

Under the President’s plan, next 
year’s authorizations would be 
canceled and instead the amount 
originally proposed would be 
spread over two years. After that 
time, the President would reduce 
the federal highway aid for the 
states about 37 per cent a year 
“for the next few succeeding 
years.” 

The estimates of Georgia’s re- 
duction do not take into account 
a threatened penalty against the 
state for diverting some of its 
gasoline tax revenues to purposes 
other than highway maintenance 
and construction.

The purpose of the Bulletin is 
to chronicle the worthwhile 
things done for, by, and with the 
negro as a basis of increasing in- 
terracial goodwill and _ under- 
standing. 

While the facilities for housing 
negro tubercular patients both at 
Alto and Battle Hill are inade- 
quate, much can be done toward 
the reduction of mortality for this 
disease and prevention of this 
scourge through the process of 
education. 

In the midst of these limita- 
tions, the Atlanta Tuberculosis 
Association has done a remark- 
able job in the past two decades 
through a constant educational 
campaign and with the co-opera- 
tion of many of the physicians of 
both races in awakening laymen. 

Each year during the Thanks- 
giving season an annual cam- 
paign is launched for the purpose 
of raising a budget to continue 
and increase the equipment of 
this organization to the end that 
a larger number of people might 
benefit through its educational 
campaign, nurse service and medi- 
cal care. 

The 1937 drive is now in prog- 
ress. It is the hope of those en- 
gaged in the campaign that the 
result shall exceed all previous 
drives. Letters are being sent to 
individuals and approaches are 
being made to organizations in an 
attempt to enlist the sympathetic 
and intelligent support of every 
individual and organized group. 

The mortality rate of tubercu- 
losis for colored people is abnor- 
mally high. An appeal for funds 
for the purpose of reducing these 
abnormalities should receive a 
cordial and generous response.

Award for Archer. 

The “27 Club” which includes 
in its membership some of the 
leading Aysicians, insurance 
executives, educators and social 
workers, holds its meetings on the 
27th day of the month beginning 
at 8:27 o’clock. In the early part 
of the year it included among its 
activities the giving of an award 
to some negro citizen of Atlanta 
for meritorious service.

It will be recalled that the club 

presented a bronze plaque to the 
late David T. Howard, some years 
ago, In recognition of his con- 
tinuing in business for half a cen- 
tury. 
President Archer was born in 
Petersburg, Va. After 
his preliminary education in the 
public school system of Peters- 
burg, he entered Waylan Semi- 
nary, in Washington, D. C., which 
later became Virginia Union and 
is now located in Richmond, Va. 

Following his graduation from 
this institution he attended and 
graduated from Colgate University 
and did three summers of gradu- 
ate work at Columbia University, 
New York city. 

In 1902, he began his profession- 
al career as teacher at Roger Wil- 
liams University, Nashville, Tenn. 

Here 32 Years. 

After teaching there three years 
he came in 1905 to Morehouse Col- 
lege, where he has remained for 
the past 32 years. He has served 
as football coach, as teacher, as 
dean, as acting president and as 
president. In 1932, he was recipi- 
ent of the doctor of divinity de- 
gree conferred by Colgate Univer- 
sity and received the degree of 
master of arts from Morehouse 
College in 1923.

PLAN TO EXPEDITE 
HOUSING PROJECTS 


Borrowers for Rental Build- 
ing Can Get Quicker 
Action. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—To ex- 
pedite the processing of applica- 
tions involving the insurance of 
mortgages on rental housing proj- 
ects, the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration has modified its regula- 
tions to allow sponsors of such 
projects to submit preliminary 
plans and specifications directly to 
the nearest state or district insur- 
ing office. 

According to Miles L. Colean, 
deputy administrator in charge of 
rental housing operations, local in- 
suring offices will be able to make 
a preliminary decision as to the 
acceptability of such projects, thus 
cutting down the processing time 
considerably. Local offices will be 
able, also, to obtain at first hand 
certain information which former- 
ly was obtainable only after in- 
spection tours by members of the 
Washington headquarters staff. 

Must Submit Exhibits. 

Mr. Colean pointed out that 
sponsors of projects should submit 
to the local insuring office three 
copies of form 2013, duly complet- 
ed and executed. In _ addition, 
sponsors must submit such exhib- 
its as a city map showing the re- 
lation of the site to the commu- 
nity, the location of _ schools, 
churehes, shopping district, and 
business and industrial centers. 

A diagram of the plot showing 
proposed streets, sidewalks, con- 


various proposed buildings must 
also be submitted. This can be in 
a rather rough form, he indicated. 
Photographs of the site are de- 
sirable. 

While detailed plans and speci- 
fications need not be submitted, 
preliminary architectural draw- 
ings and an outline of the pro- 
posed specifications must accom- 
pany the preliminary application.

DOROTHY BURKS. 
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THE SOUTH AGAIN THE VICTIM 
OF SECTIONAL GREED, JEALOUSY 


More than 70 years ago the south, after four 
years of heroic struggle, suffered defeat on the 
field of battle. Chiefly because the north 
wished to abolish slavery, although the slaves 
in the south had for the most part come 
through the hands of northern traders who 
made vast profits on their commerce in hu- 
man flesh, the south was forced to her knees. 


For half a century afterwards the story of 
the south was the story of a region struggling 
out of the damning aftermaths of war. 

Chattel slavery of the negro was abolished. 
But in its place was substituted an economic 
slavery that, in its blighting effect, is worse. 
In the new slavery, there is no limitation by 
race. Whites and negroes alike are its victims. 


High tariff policiesy year by year, bled the 
southern cotton producer, and the southern 
consumer, for the benefits of the industrialized 
regions of the north and east. 


Differentials in freight costs have imposed 
an unfair financial handicap on every southern 
industry which sought to send its product to 
market in competition with the products of 
other regions. : 


By scores of methods, the south has been 
held in economic inferiority to the rest of the 
nation. 

Now there is evident a very definite pro- 
gram which, unless it is promptly halted, can 
result only in still further impoverishment of 
this section. 

. . * 

Under the terms of the proposed farm bill 
which is to be submitted to the senate, the 
southern cotton producer would be forbidden to 
raise more than 10,000,000 bales of cotton a 
year. This is barely enough to meet the re- 
quirements of the domestic market and ignores, 
entirely, the scant remnants that remain of the 
export cotton market this country once en- 
joyed. 

Worse, is the provision that the southern 
farmer, forbidden to raise cotton on many of 
his acres, is to be forbidden to use those acres 
for raising cattle, hogs or for growing corn. 

Still another affront, tentatively approved 
by the national house of representatives, is the 
proposal to withhold federal benefit payments 
from southern farmers who turn to dairying to 
replace their cotton. 

Thus the southern farmer would be legally 
estopped from all the cash crops open to him 
on a diversified farming system. Cattle, hogs, 
corn, dairy herds and all the feeds that can be 
grown for them, would not be lawful products 
for the southerner to raise in place of the cot- 
ton he is forbidden to grow. 

. 7 . 

A measure known as the antl!-lynching bill 
is being forced through congress. The name of 
the bill is a misnomer. It is actually not so 
much an effort to halt the crime of lynching, 
but an effort to take from the states one of 
their most vital rights, their police power. 

Every decent man pr woman in the south 
would gladly welcome anything which would 
stamp out lynch law. The steady improvement 
in the lynch record of the south is irrefutable 
proof of this. According to the Negro Year 
Book, published at Tuskegee Institute. the 
average annual total of lynchings had shrunk 
to 13.6 for the decade ending with 1936, from 
103.5 for the decade ending in 1896. This is a 
greater improvement than that for lynching 
of white men in the west and other parts of 
the country. | 

But this misnamed “anti-lynching” bill does 
not seek, along Intelligent, co-operative lines, to 
help the south stamp out this most horrible 
crime. It seeks, rather, to invoke the federal 
powers to punish local enforcement officers and 
the entire population, innocent and cuilty alike, 
where a lynching occurs. It even makes it 
financially alluring for the family survivors of 
the victim for the lynching to occur. 

. . o 

The Black-Connery wages and hour bill has 
been forced out of the house committee and to 
the floor for action by a petition signed by 218 
members, including a number of southerners. 
While this measure, as now amended, is not as 


: obnoxious as in its original form, it still con- 
stitutes a serious threat to industry, especially 
to industry in the south. 


hobbling southern industry. It would place 
industry at the mercy of a federal bureaucracy 
and would give a group of government ap- 
pointees in Washington the power of life or 
death over every private manufacturing enter- 
prise in the nation. 7 

With these new specific attacks on the south, 
there remains still, as the dominating motive of 
the economic picture, the dark shadow of high 
tariff, which forces the southern farmer to buy 
all his supplies in a high, tariff-protected mar- 
ket, while his products, chiefly his cotton, must 
be sold in open, free trade world markets, in 
competition with products produced in foreign 
lands by cheap, coolie labor. Further, the high 
tariff acts as an effective bar to foreign pur- 
chases of American cotton by keeping the goods 
other nations would sell to this country, away 
from our’ ports. It thus holds a protective um- 
brella over the rapidly increasing foreign pro- 
duction of cotton. 

Thus, once again, the south is caught in a 
vise between the selfish interests of the indus- 
trialized east and the jealousies of the agricul- 
tural midwest. 

. ” * 
Although the south is the first sufferer, the 


evil effects from these policies cannot fail to 
bring distress to the entire nation. 


thus shackling the south, on the farm 
and in the factory, economically, politically and 
socially, unemployment will be increased and 
the average per capita income in this section 
will be further reduced. Taking acres out of 
production means taking work away from thou- 
sands of agriculturalists. Enactment of the 
wages and hours bill, virtually a tariff wall be- 
tween states, means imperiling the jobs of 
thousands of industrial employes. 

The greatest danger to the south lies in its 
own indifference to the situation. The south 
holds its own salvation in its hands. It can 
overcome these handicaps and lift the economic 
Shackles if it will stand united for its own in- 
terests and its own wghts. 

A united south can, in time, teach the whole 
nation that the problems of this section are 
peculiar to itself and that the economic meas- 
uring rods of other portions of the country 
cannot, in justice, be applied here. 

There must be, however, a united front, not 
only among the people, but by their representa- 
tives in the national congress.. The delegations 
from the different southern states must stand 
as a unit, forming a bloc determined to defeat 


policies inimitable to the welfare of this section. 
. . + 


The new shackles for the south are being 
forged by a political coalition which bears the 
name of a party to which, for nearly three- 
quarters of a century, the south has been un- 
swervingly loyal. 

The answer is that the party which now 
holds the greatest majority in congress of all 
time, is not the Democratic party whose prin- 
ciples have received the unfaltering support of 
the south. It is a coalition of political hybrids, 
masquerading under the name of Democrat, 
and experimenting with strange theories of 
government that spawn in mentalities totally 
foreign to southern comprehension. 

From the industrial east and from the so- 
cialistic west have come the practitioners of 
strange theories to take the ancient party of 
the south and distort it to their own weird 
concept. 

From time immemorial, the basic political 


' 
t 
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beliefs of the south have been white supremacy, 
state’s rights and low tariffs. Now the south 
sees, in shocked surprise, the anti-lynching bill 
forced upon it, to the utter disregard of rudi- 
mentary states rights. It sees the wages and 
hours bill nearing enactment, with its threat of 
regimented rule for labor and bureaucratic doom 
for private industry. It sees its farmers facing 
immolation, as sacrifices to the agricultural in- 
terests of other sections and to the greed of 
industrialists, and it sees, after years of so- 
called Democratic government, the strangling 
high tariffs of the Smoot-Hawley bill still in 
force. 

Worst of all, it sees some of its own duly 
elected representatives, southern members of 
congress, not only affiliating with its enemies, 
but aiding, abetting and joining in the enact- 
ment of laws which rivet tighter the gyves of 
economic slavery uponit. {| 

The time has come for the south to realize 
fully the economic and political strangulation 
with which it is threatened. 

Most important of all, our representatives in 
congress must awaken to the fact that, under 
the guise of high-sounding theories, policies are 
being advanced which, unless blocked, will 
again make the south the victim of sectional 
greed and jealousy.

If you believe in private enter- 
prise, free economy and peace, you 
will welcome the prospect of a 
reciprocal trade treaty between 
the British commonwealth and the 
United States as the biggest news 
in many weeks and the most hope- 


ful sign for world recovery in 
years, 

It is also the first big victory for 
Secretary Hull, who, in our own 
cabinet, has fought a fairly lonely 
fight against regimentation and 
economic nationalism, and fought 
it with a constructive counter- 
weapon. 

For regimentation is a_ result, 
rather than a cause. It has come 
about all over the world, with the 
contraction of world markets, and 
the inability of nations to find 
outlets for their goods, or to ex- 
change their agricultural products 
or manufactured goods for essen- 
tial raw materials. 

There is not a chance in the 
world of this regimentation halt- 
ing, of our moving away from one 
form or another of planned econ- 
omy, with all the political conno- 
tations of that word, except in a 
freer world. 

- * 2 

This treaty, which the State De- 
partment is fully empowered to 
make, will not be concluded with- 
out many howls of protest from 
special interests. Tariff lobbyists 
have not been notable for their ca- 
pacity to think as national econo- 
mists, but invariably are zealous 
in defense of their own personal 
ends. 

The issue will also be beclouded 
by those who read into it a grandi- 
ose political scheme to unite the 
British commonwealth and the 
United States in a “democratic 
front” against Fascist nations. On 
this ground it will be hailed. by 
those who want such a front, and 
denounced by those who fear our 
being embroiled in entangling al- 
liances, 

That the trade agreement, if it 
becomes» effective, will enormous- 
ly aid the cause of democratic 
government in the world, this co]- 
umn sincerely believes, That it is 
directed against any one, or pre- 
supposes a democratic “bloc” is 
nonsense.

It is, of course, the most impor- 
tant possible trade trefty that Mr 
Hull could negotiate, because the 
amount of potential trade involved 
is so large. The United States, and 
the United Kingdom are the 
world’s leaders in trade. Between 
them they buy 28 per cent of the 
world’s imports, and sell 24 per 
cent of all exports.* Our exports to 
the United Kingdom in 1936 were 
equal to our combined sales to 
nine other European countries— 
France, Italy, Germany, Belgium, 
Holland, Denmark, Norway, Fin- 
land and Czechoslovakia. Forty- 
seven million § Britishers bought 
more American goods than the bil- 
lion inhabitants of Asia. And 
Anglo-American trade has surviv- 
ed even under the most serious 
discouragements. Our tariff policy 
has dealt harshly with English 
goods. We buy a great many prod- 
ucts via England, such as tin, furs, 
tea, rubber, etc., but the bulk of 
goods actually produced in Eng- 
land pay rates of from 30 to 45 per 
cent. And some of them, which 
compete with no important Ameri- 
can industries whatsoever, such a& 
cotton lace, pay 90 per cent. 

Our own protectionism, express- 
ed in the tariffs of 1922 and 1930, 
awakened the response of British 
protectionism. Even after the war, 
when protectionism was rampant 
all over the world, and became one 
of the parents of depression and 
economic regimentation, the tradi- 
tional British prejudice in favor of 


free trade fought for a time, stub- 
bornly. But in 1931, when the Brit- 
ish abandoned the gold standard 
and reduced the value of the 
pound, it began a protectionist pol- 
icy, first as an emergency. But, as 
we ourselves learn, emergency 
measures tend to entrench them- 
selves. The British protectionist 
policy was givén permanence in 
the Ottawa agreements, concluded 
in August, 1932, which gave pref- 
erencein England to Empire prod- 
ucts and vice versa. At the Ottawa 
conference two opinions contend- 
ed, one that the barriers to trade 
should be lowered between Brit- 
ain and her dominions, and the 
other that tariff, barriers should be 
erected around the Empire against 
all outsiders. Mr. Stanley Baldwin 
supported the former policy, but 
was defeated.

The effect of the Ottawa agree- 
ments on our trade was serious, It 
fis true that we still maintained 
about the same percentage in the 
British market, but certain things 
suffered disastrously. For example, 
Great Britain had purchased 
20 million dollars’ worth of Ameri- 
can flour and wheat in 1931. She 
purchased only a little over a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth in 1935. The 
purchase of hams was cut almost 
in half, and that of condensed milk 
was almost obliterated. Rice, other 
cereals, canned fish and fruit also 
suffered. 

Tariff policies were not alone to 
blame. The drouth played a role, 
and so did the crop restriction 
policies of the AAA—which, inci- 
dentally the new farm bill wishes 
to revive, just as we are about to 
make the biggest move to increase 
American farm exports of the 
whole administration! But the 
British policy of empire prefer- 
ence certainly hit the American 
wheat farmer. Canadian wheat 
went into Britain free; American 
had to pay a 6-cent tariff. 


The British, I understand, are 
willing to go much farther in mak- 
ing concessions now than were 
dreamed of several years ago. 
They will set aside a large part 
of the imperial preferences. Par- 
ticularly, will they give equal 
chances to American wheat in 
their market. Agricultural Ameri- 
ca will profit greatly by the pro- 
posed treaty. 

Elsewhere, the problem will be 
to make possible substantial in- 
creases in sales of English goods 
in our markets, and, at the same 
time, to avoid injury to well con- 
ducted American industries. This 
is not nearly so difficult as it 
seems at first sight. We now levy 
high duties on many goods that 
are not manufactured in Ameri- 
ca at all, or, if manufactured, are 
of a completely different quality, 
or are produced in.small quanti- 
ties, involving no considerable in- 
vestment of capital or employment 
of labo: 

The application of the reciprocal 
principle to the United States and 
the British commonwealth means 
its triumph over a very large part 
of the world, for it will affect 
countries outside the Empire, but 
closely associated with it in trade 
matters, such as Argentina, 

But the American reciprocity 
system is open to everybody, and 
if it demonstrates its effectiveness 
in the very large area where it 
now has a chance of being applied, 
it may eventually have an attrac- 
tive power even to its present op- 
ponents.

hidden motive, and the intangible 
spirit, of the man, which gives 
significance and value to words 
and deeds. Of course, Jesus 
adapted his dress, manner and 
speech to the manners and cus- 
toms of His day. And we may be 
certain that one who follows Him 
today, will do likewise. He will 
be no freak. He will learn to lead 
the life of Jesus in terms of his 
own generation.. 

A Way of Life. 

Is not that where we should 
place the emphasis—-the life of Je- 
sus? Because to truly follow Je- 
sus means to live a certain kind 
of life. It is not the signing of a 
creed, or following a religious 
routine or ritual. It is a way of 
thinking, feeling and wanting, out 
of which will come words and 
acts. Thought, sentimerit, and as- 
piration will ever seek expression. 
So this Jesus-kind of thought, 
feeling and aspiration, will wor- 
ship and play, fight and ehdure, 
weep and laugh, work and rest, in 
the life-forms of its own day, but 
will transfuse these forms with 
the light and love of the Christ. 

When we come to ask what is 
the essential principle of the life 
of Christ, we find it expressed in 
the figure of the cross. I say “fig- 
ure,” because the cross was only 
the outward sign of a tremendous 
inward experience. He chose the 
panorama of the journey up Gol- 
gotha beneath the weight of a 
cross, as the revelation of His 
life’s principle. Thus He carried 
on His own heart the weight of 
the welfare of others. But we 
must never forget that He did this 
always, and not merely as He 
walked the via dolorosa. He ever 
walked with the consciousness of 
this weight upon His soul. This 
and this alone makes a Christ life. 

The Way of the Cross. 

And He is saying to His dis- 
ciples of all ages, “you too must 
take up your cross,” if you would 
follow Him. Not His cross but 
yours, for there are those whose 
welfare is dependent upon you. 
Before we jump to cgnclusion, as 
did Peter, that this is a rather ter- 
rible and gloomy view of life, let 
us stop and translate it into terms 
of our life. Cross-bearing means 
motherhood, brotherhood, friend- 
ship and citizenship. These are 
relationships, which when fulfill- 
ed, make life rich and strong and 
beautiful. When they are broad- 
ened and illumined by the spirit of 
Christ, they assume a. divine sig- 
nificance. 

Motherhood may hover over the 
children of the race, with an in- 
finite tenderness and anxiety. 
Brotherhood may circle the na- 
tions with its thoughtful plans and 
purposes for the welfare of all 
mankind. Friendship may know 
no limits of race, caste or class. 
The loyalty of citizenship may be 
consecrated to the fulfillment of 
His prayer: “Thy kingdom come, 
and thy will be done on earth as 
it is in heaven.” 

Yes. This Christ life is a life 
for others, but at the same time 
it is a life in others. Of course, it 
has its sorrows. There will be 
Gethsemenae experiences, when 
beneath the shadow of the sin of 
men one will feel all the horror 
of degenerated and dehumanized 
mankind. But this life has _ its 
breadth of keen and vital inter- 
ests, which makes one’s soul cos- 
mopolitan in the sweep of its in- 
terests and sympathies. And it 
has its sunrise ecstacies, when like 
the Master: “He shall see of the 
travail of His soul, and shall be 
satisfied.” 

The Resurrection. 

Cross-bearing does mean self- 
denial. “If any man would fol- 
low me, let him take up his cross, 
and deny himself.” Yes. It means 
the subordination of self interest 
for the welfare of another. But 
let us emphasize, for the welfare 
of others. Jesus died for others. 
He would not have done it for a 
spectacular exhibition of unself- 
ishness. There is no merit in 
sacrifice for the sake of sacrifice. 
Self-denial for its own sake is ab- 
normal and revolting. In its last 
analysis it is an ingrowing ego- 
tism. Indeed, one’s self should be 
nourished, developed, and prepar- 
ed, that it may be the very best 
self possible, to do effective serv- 
ice for others. 

We have been talking about the 
way of the cross, which led up the 
hill of Golgotha. But we love to 
remind ourselves that it did not 
end there. That way led on to the 
tomb of Joseph of Arimathaea, 
from which He rose triumphant. 
He had said that “Except a grain 
of wheat die, it will abide by it- 
self alone. But if it die, it will 
bring forth abundant fruit.” Yes. 
Out of the death of self, there 
bursts into triumphant life, a 
larger and better self, multiplied 
in the lives of others.

All the little niceties of Japanese 
manners, the bowing and scraping 
and inhaling—these Matsuoka did 
very badly.

When Japan, in 1931-’32, .was 
doing very badly at the League of 
Nations, because the Japanese had 
taken Manchuria and the League 
was annoyed, they restored Mat- 
suoka to his diplomatic rank and 
he went to Geneva and filled the 
ears of the world’s diplomats with 
strong but truthful language.

Japan’s diplomats were fearfully 
embarrassed by Matsuoka’s for- 
wardness at Geneva, but the mili- 
tary liked it and the masses were 
enthusiastic and Matsuoka was 
made president of the South Man- 
churia railroad. 

Manchukuo is governed by three 
individuals—the head of the Japa- 
nese army in Manchuria, the pres- 
ident of the South Manchuria rail- 
way and the Emperor Kang Teh, 
that is, His Majesty Henry Pu-Yi. 
And the control is in the order 
noted. When the military chief 
and the railroad president are 
through with their jobs there is 
very little left for the Emperor. 

I do not wish to give the im- 
pression that Yosuke Matsuoka is 
a roughneck swashbuckler. Quite 
the opposite. But he has a way 
of telling the truth exactly as he 
sees it and without Oriental ob- 
liqueness. KH he has anything to 
say, he says it—and takes the con- 
sequences. 

MAKES SITUATION 
PERFECTLY CLEAR 

All this is introductory to an 
article by Matsuoka in “The Her- 
ald of. Asia,” ‘a Japanese magazine 
published in English by Matosada 
Zumoto, who owns a beard and is 
beneath his exterior more like a 
cultivated Englishman. 

In this article Matsuoka makes 
the present Far Eastern situation 
perfectly clear: Japan means to 
lead in- Asia at any cost—and even 
if that means a war with Soviet 
Russia. Here in a paragraph he 
puts the whole case: 

“One thing is clear even to a 
donkey running along an: Asian 
highway; a constant and hearty 
co-operation between the peoples 
of Japan and of China—that and 
that alone can work out the des- 
tiny of Asia.

Editor Constitution: I notice an- 
other bill introduced in the legisla- 
ture to abolish poll tax. 

I have never heard a compli- 
mentary word in favor of abolish- 
ing poll tax until it was intro- 
duced in the Georgia legislature 
last year. Those who are too 
stingy to pay $1 a year, or about 
3 1-2 mills a day, to educate his or 
her child, has no business with 
children. 


We had a taste of unregistered 
voting once, when there were over 
3,200 votes cast, while there were 
only 1,086 on the county registra- 
tion list. These spurious voters 
all signed the registration oath 
though and voted in the city elec- 
tion.

If one precinct in 
the state loses $2,200, how much 
would all combined lose? 

That bill to abolish the poll tax 
ought to die where it is and never 
be resurrected.

Editor Constitution: Many 
thanks for that sound editorial, 
“Lo, the Poor Cotton Farmer.” 
Beyond all doubt the conclusion 
contains sound reason, “From the 
cotton farmer alone... let him 
tak@&{his chances on a rapidly dis- 
appearing foreign market.” 

Surely wisdom has departed 
from any set of theorists who 
would advocate holding cotton 
down to ten million bales. That 
is not sufficient for home con- 
sumption, but perhaps dear Uncle 
Sam must do some missionary 
work by trying to relieve foreign 
situations by neglecting the home 
base. Along with this unreason- 
able restriction no other money 
crop that competes with other 
parts of the country is permitted 
to be grown. 

Day before yesterday the writer 
placed in government storage 922 
pounds of cotton for which they 
gave him $75.01 minus 50 cents 
for weighing and grading. For 
Some other cotton that did not! 
reach government regulations he | 
was offered 7 cents per pound. 

This same farm was operated 
by the same parties under the 
Hoover administration and no cot- 
ton was sold under 6 cents per 
pound.

Continues Efforts 


For Enforcement of Prohibition 


By. M. Frances Meadors Burghard, 
Macon, State W. C. T. U. 
Editor. 


The Georgia Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union went on record 


at its annual convention in Sa- 
vannah several weeks ago as “re- 
joicing in the great victory in 
Georgia on June 8, holding fast 
to our prohibition dry law, by a 
much greater majority than in the 
election two years ago. That we 
believe this victory to have heart- 
ened the temperance forces 
throughout the state and the na- 
tion. That already its beneficent 
effect is being felt\in better en- 
forcement and clean-up cam- 
paigns, proving that prohibition 
can be reasonably enforced when 
good citizens demand it. 

“That we will redouble our ef- 
forts for the creation of law ob- 
servance sentiment, and prohibi- 
tion enforcement, aiding and en- 
couraging in every possible way 
enforcement officers, and other 
officials of the law. That because 
beverage alcohol in wine, beer and 
whisky is a habit-forming poison, 
a foe to safety, character and hu- 
man progress, we continue to 
stand uncompromisingly for total 
abstinence for the individual, and 
total abolition of the traffic.” 

The convention also went on 
record by a unanimous vote “That 
we heartily commend the new 
board of education, headed by the 
Governor, for the constructive ef- 
fort to aid in temperance edu- 
cation by placing a textbook on 
alcohol and other narcotics in the 
high schools of the state. 

“That we gladly commend the 
parent-teacher groups for the 
stand they are taking, and for the 
aid they rendered in bringing 
about this long-desired result. 

“That we deeply regret a for- 
mer legislature saw fit to allo- 
to free 
school books, thus tying up a dan- 
gerous and degrading drug with 
the education of the _ children 
whom we are trying to protect. 
We earnestly hope that a legisla- 


ture in the near future will amend 
this ill-advised legislation. Mhat 
if the state must have beer reve- 
nue, it should be allocated to the 
jails, almshouses, asylums for the 
inebriate and insane—to care for 
the wreckage caused by the licens- 
ing of a dangerous drug in bever- 
ages form.” 


The Macon W. C. T. U. was the 
first union in this state with a 
membership of more than _ 100 
members to hold _ fast’ before 
Thanksgiving Day, winning the $10 
on its budget offered by the state 
organization for reaching that goal. 
This union paid dues for 373 mem- 
bers, aS many members as last 
year. 


This does not mean that all 
members have paid for 1937-38, 
for the dues of 32 new members, 
gained during roll call, finished 
out the needed total. Three other 
new members have been added 
since Thanksgiving Day.

W. Voight, and her assistant treas- 
urers, Mrs. G. W. Smith and Mrs. 
George E. Clary, are receiving de- 
served congratulations. They share 
the credit with a number of vol- 
untary helpers.

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WHEN JUSTICE FRIUMPHED

/ Three hundred men in small groups 
tramped through the soggy bottom 
jJands along Sulphur river in Bowie 
county, Texas, on the morning of 
Monday, March 3, 1930. They peer- 
ed behind every log, some poked long 
sticks into holes and raked away the 
decaying leaves, others searched 
elesely along the river banks. Theirs 
was intensely serious work. 

Since the preceding Saturday, they 
had been searching for some clue 
that might shed light on the disap- 
pearance of Lloyd Elliott, 23-year- 
old hog rancher, and member of a 
prominent East Texas family. They 
had covered miles without success. 
The hunt seemed futile, but Sheriff 
Henry Brooks, directing the search 
from the county seat at Boston, urged 
them to try again. 

Young Elliott, in partnership with 
Cop Lee, 22, had for four months 
been engaged in raising hogs on a 
tract about a quarter of a mile from 
the river. He had spent the night of 
Thursday, February 27, with 
Telford, another youth. The follow- 
ing morning, Elliott had teld Telford 
that some of his hogs were missing 
and that he was going to look for 
them. He had ridden inte the woods 
on his black horse with his deg fol- 
lowing. That was the last time any- 
one could recall having seen the 
young hog rancher. 

His partner, Lee, had seen the 
horse, without saddle or bridle, graz- 
ing in the woods Friday afternoon. 
He had supposed that Elliott was in 
the vicinity. When Elliott failed to 
return to the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joe Ellictt, at Hodson, 
Friday night, his four brothers be- 
came alarmed and started a search. 
_ Sheriff Brooks was notified in 
Texarkana, and He and several depu- 
ties aided in the hunt throughout the 
night. The searching party grew to 
300 Saturday as word of young 
Elliott’s disappearance spread over 
the county. 

Sulphur river was near fload stage, 
and the bottoms were soggy. The 
searchers speculated on what could 
.have happened to the youth. He 
might have been thrown from his 
horse and hurt so seriously that he 
could not return home, some sug- 
gestéd. Others suspected foul play. 
There were many moonshiners in the 
_ river bottoms, and he might have 
been mistaken for an officer and 
killed. 

Then, too, he might have discover- 
ed some one stealing his hogs and 
come to disaster. However, there 
was nothing to support any of ssiagx 
theories, 

The swollen river was receding 
A smaH searching ry 
including R. L. Owens and 
Tucher, friends of the Elliott family, 
was trudging back toward the hog 
ranch, Which served as headquarters 
for the search. It was near noon 
now, and they hed covered this same 
area earlier in the day. 

Suddenly, Owens paused. He had 
observed two sets of tracks: leading

“I don’t remember seeing those 
tracks this. morning,” Owens com- 
mented to Tucker. 

“Probably made by some of the 
searchers,” Tucker replied, as his 
eyes followed the footprints to the 
water.

He pointed to something about six 
feet from the river bank. They 
dashed to investigate.

Lloyd Elliott had been found mur- 
dered!

An- 
other shot, evidently from a small 


gauge shotgun, had been fired 
the back of his head.

Sheriff Brooks was notified, and 
the hunt for the slayer was on. 

“Those two sets of tracks were 
made by the murderers,” Sheriff 
Brooks declared as he viewed the 
footprints leading to Elliott’s body.

The sheriff asked to see the meat. 

Goodwin led the officer to his 
smokehouse to exhibit a freshly 
butcheted hog. Sheriff Brooks ob- 
served that the ears were missing and 
asked why they had been removed. 
He knew that Elliott’s hegs were 
marked on the ears. 

“We don't eat th® ears, so I just 
threw them to the dogs,” Goodwin 
explained calmly. The sheriff's sus- 
vicions were thoroughly aroused now, 
and he ordered a careful search of 
the place. Within a few minutes a 
pair of hog ears were found beside 
a fence. 

The markings were readily iden- 
tified as Elliott's. 

“What does this mean, Dave?” an- 
other searcher asked as he brought a 
.38 caliber rifle from Goodwin's 
house and pointed to a bright notch 
filed om the barrel 


It was the mark of a man killer, 
a heritage of the frontier days when 
men notched their guns to record 
their victims. 

Goodwin paled, but quickly re<« 
sumed his calm attitude. 

“I don’t know who put that on 
there. I loan it to lots of people. 
Some of them must have put it on 
there.” * 

The blood-stained overalls, Elliott’s 
butchered hog, and now a notched 
gun were enough evidence for the 


sheriff. 


“I’m arresting you for the murder 
of Lloyd Elliott,” Sheriff Brooks de- 
clared. 


A further search revealed a .410 3 


gauge shotgun and several shells 
identical with the one found where 
Elliott had been shot. 

Goodwin denied any knowledge of 
the crime, and his relatives likewise 
were silent. The sheriff ordered the 
four Goodwins, Dave, Collie, Bud and 
George, Buck Sanders, Dave’s wife, 
and his sister, Mrs. Jennie Morgan, 
all to be taken to the county jail at 
Boston. 

District Attorney R. G. Waters and 


‘County Attorney L. C. Boswell took 


charge of the questioning. The ate 
torneys and the sheriff’s force worke- 
ed in two groups, grilling each sep- 
arately.

N THE days of vaudeville, many 

terms entered the language of 

the profession. Some were ur 
grammatical, but all that survived 
were punchy. 

The trip between one theatre or 
“stand” and the next was a “jump”; 
the curved front of the stage 
was an “apron”; the well-dressed 
“stooge” for the comedian, acting 
as a foil, was the “straight”; a 
guffaw was a “belly laugh”; an 
applause success was a “riot”; 
acrobats, tumblers, contortionists, 
etc., were “dumb acts”; a dramatic 
playlet was a “sketch”; a lone en- 
tertainer was a “single”; an act

the two-a-day because their talents, 
personalities or characteristics were 
intensively specialized, even unique. 
Some of them are not even cap 
able of playing run-of the-mill “bits”. 
But far more refuse to accept such 
assignments because they would be 
“lowering their standards”. 
“Lowering standards” is an old 
one. It seers that an actor who 
once got $1,000 for a week’s work 


will starve for a year rather than 
take a part at $900. 

These are the ones who say they 
are “standing by”--that is, they are 
waiting to be rediscovered and 
signed at figures at least equal to 
those they have once set as their 
“standards”. ‘ 

Many cases are pitiful. 

Here is a comedienne who had 
world-wide recognition because of 
child impersonations. She is fat 
and chesty, her arches are flat. But 
she used to get $1,750 a week. And 
she will not take less, though she 
will never again get a tenth of it. 

There are dozens of them out 
there. How they live is a long 
story. Some have children, or rela- 
tives, or they chisel from their 
friends ~that is not “lowering their 
standards”. 

Some take one-day jobs in the 
“quickies”, and, by prorating what 
they got per day in the old days, 
maintain they “standards”. 

But inost of them are just “stand- 
ing wy” and will “stand by” as 
lomg as they can still stand.

It’s cane-grinding, sugar-boiling and hog-killing 
time in south Georgia. 

With the first tang of real autumn weather in 
the air comes one of the busiest and most pic- 
turesque seasons in the life of the Georgia farmer. 
Riding through the country in late evenings, the 
evidence of such labor may be seen. Beautiful 
fires outside farm houses with busy hands going 
to and fro late into the night, finishing up the day’s 
labor. 


Long before the time for the actual grinding of 
cane there is much work to be done. Last fall the 
choice stalks of cane were selected and bedded for 
seed for this year’s crop. When I say bedded, I 
mean the stalks were placed on the ground and 
covered with earth and left until this spring, then 
removed, cut into joints, or “jints,” as commonly 
called by farm people, and’ planted in rows. Pres- 
ently another crop is on the way and in November 
of each year the harvesting season begins. 


The three most popular types of cane are the 
green, red and kiana, with some few planting 
sorghum. The greén is softest and is therefore most 
popular for chewing purposes. The red makes the 
better and prettier grade of syrup, and the kiana 
probably the most abundant turnout, although it 
is not as sweet as the two other varieties of red 
and green. Sorghum will produce syrup, but its 
commercial value is below the average. 

After the cane has grown into a field of beauti- 
ful green foliage, it is stripped of all its blades, 
cut down and h auled to the cane mill, before the 
juice is pressed from the stalks. 

At the mill there is a lazy-looking mule walking 
round and round as one of the helpers sticks the 
stalks of cane between the large rollers of the mill. 
In the last few years some of the larger growers 
have installed power driven mills, but with these 
improved methods half the glamor of the event is 
gone. 

Qa the other side of the mill.opposite the feeder, 


the juice pours out in a cold, grey stream into a 
large barrel. Never does cane juice taste so good as 
when caught directly from the mill in an old- 
fashioned gourd dipper. Ice cold and sweet, it is 
nector for the gods. 


Although a few people prefer chewing their 
juice out of the cane, I can’t help but appreciate 
having mine chewed out for me and ready to just 
“drink down.” 


The very “sweetest” job the farmer has during 
the year is sugar-making. The juice is poured from 
the large barrels into what is called the boNer, and 
then we have “sugar-biling.” Around this boiler is 
a most interesting place. Warm from the heat of 
the big fire with the sweet scent of cane juice, syrup 
in the process of making. The children cluster 
around, and in one corner a mother may be seen 
preparing a plate of warm syrup for -her youngest 
to “sop” with an oversized biscuit. 

The older children secure long peelings from the 
cane and busy themselves scraping around the edges 
of the boiler for the candy that is formed there. 
Those children who have wandered away from the 
fire are tumbling on large piles of sticky cane 
“pummings,” which is the product left from the 
cane after the juice has been extracted. At bed- 
time, these tired, sticky offsprings present a bathing 
problem for the still more tired mothers. 


As the juice boils there forms on top a foamy, 
dark residue called “skimmings.”’ This is all care- 
fully taken off and placed in another large barrel. 
This has no material value and is sometimes fed to 
the hogs. I am told, though, that some people do 
value it because it forms a product that has a 
tendency to make ones head go “round and round.” 


The expert syrup-maker knows just exactly 
when the syrup is ready to be “dipped up,” that is, 
when the liquid flakes off the long-handled dipper 
used continuously for stirring during the cooking 
process. It is then poured into a large container, 
usually a trough cut from the trunk of a cypress 
tree, and allowed to cool before it is poured into 
bottles and cans ready to be used all the next year 
on hot buttered biscuits, hot cake or waffles. 

This product of sugar cane has proven to be a 
very profitable enterprise, furnishing extra cash 
for farmers during off-seasons. From 200 to 400 
gallons are produced from one acre, depending on 
the fineness of the crop. Most farmers plant from 
one-half to two acres and there is always a good 
market for it. The present price ranges from 25 
cents to 30 cents a gallon. It is also a product that 


Farmers take great pride in their hogs, and it is their joy to have a large number 


the town merchants are willing for the farmer to 
use as barter, shipping and*trucking it to other sec- 
tions and states, : 

Before and after cane-grinding time there is hog 
killing to be done, depending on the weather. Cold 
weather is necessary. In this, as well as most any 
other job on the farm, neighbors join in whole- 
heartedly. Their pay for their labor consists of 
good will and a share of fresh meat, pig-ears, spare- 
ribs, hog jowls, etc. The favorite dishes of the 
negro helpers are chitterlings and hog-jowls. 

Farmers take great pride in their nogs and it 
is their joy to have a large number fattened and 
ready to kill as soon as a day cold enough arrives. 
The crop is extremely profitable, many hogs netting 
farmers from $20 to $25 per animal. This is an- 
other fine source of income during off-seasons. 

At some farm houses as many as 15 to 20 hogs 
are killed and cleaned at one time. It is a goodly 
sight to see them hung in a row with prospects for 
a lot of fine pork and a comfortable profit for the 
farmer. 

After the hogs have been cut up, and hams, 
shoulders and sides packed away in salt to be cured, 
a visit to the big farmhouse kitchen reveals interest- 
ing sights. It is there the women are doing their 
share. The meat has been brought in to be separat- 
ed into sausage meat, or fatty meat for lard. This 
all has to be cut into small pieces. When the 
sausage meat is cut it is ground, seasoned and stuf- 
fed into delicious long sausages ready to be hung 
in the smokehouse, usually a small out-house where 
the meat supply is kept. 

After the lard meat is cut up it is placed in large 
black pots in the yard over a fire and cooked until 
all the grease and lard is out. Another wonderful 
by-product is “‘cracklings.” Who could ever forget 
even one taste of hot crackling bread and delicious 
Georgia cane syrup? 

A lucky party is that one which while hunting 
south Georgia quail accidently, or on p se, runs 
into a farmhouse where there is a sufar-boiling, 
or a hog-killing. These “good ole” south Georgia 
farmers are as hospitable a people as you will meet 
anywhere. They enjoy company and take delight 
in setting a table with plenty of fresSh pork, liver 
hash, etc. And a guest doesn’t mind either if those 
dishes are repeated day after day. And if upon 
entering his car to return home he finds there 
several choice stalks of cane, a new bottle of syrup 
and some fresh pork, his heart, as well as his body, 
feels warmed from “sugar-biling” .and “hog-killin”™ 
fires.

Augusta--Former State Capital-- 


City of Constitution’s Ratification

Historic Augusta—where Georgia ratified the 
constitution of the United States on January 2, 1788 
-—will be the scene of the state’s celebration of the 
sesquicentennial of that event on January 2, 1938. 

The latter date marks 150 years since the gath- 
ering of the memorable convention in Augusta 
which drew up, adopted and transmitted to the 
congress of the United States under the Confedera- 
tion, sitting in New York, those articles of ratifica- 
tion under which Georgia acceded to the new Union 
under the constitution which supplanted the Con- 
federation on March 4, 1789. 

Pageantry, and such pomp as befits so solemn 
an occasion, has been planned by the State Consti- 
tution Sesquicentennial Commission and by the 
Sesquicentennial committee of the city of Augusta. 
It is expected that the ratification scene, itself, will 
be re-enacted, by persons in old colonial garb, rep- 
resenting the 26 men who comprised the state con- 
vention that cast a unanimous vote for adoption. 
This vote was significant. While strife prevailed in 
New York, Virginia, Massachusetts and other states, 
due to the great difficulty attending the effort to 
get those states to ratify, Georgia boldly struck for 
union without a disserrting voice so far as historians 
have been able to find. 

Georgia was the fourth state to ratify the con- 
stitution; and was one of the three states that are 
said to have ratified unanimously, the other two be- 
ing Delaware and New Jersey. Here is how the 
States ranked in date of ratification of the great 
instrument of government which was promulgated 
September 17, 1787, and also the Votes in each: 

Delaware, December 7, 1787—- yeas 30. 

Pennsylvania, December 12, 1787—yeas 46, 
nays 23. 

New Jersey, December 18, 1787--years 38. 

Georgia, January 2, 1788—yeas 26. 

Connecticut, January 9, 1788—-years 128, nays 40. 


MAssachusetts, 
nays 168. 

Maryland, April 28, 1788—yeas 63, nays 11. 

South Carolina, May 23, 1788—yeas 149, nays 73. 

New Hampshire, June 21, 1788—yeas 57, nays 47. 

Virginia, June 26, 1788—yeas 89, nays 79. 

New York, July 26, 1788—yeas 30, nays 27. 

North Carolina, November 21, 1789—yeas 194, 
nays 77. 

Rhode Island, May 29, 1790—yeas 34, nays 32. 

Augusta had been the state capital for 10 years 
when the convention met there. It had been occu- 
pied and evacuated by the British during the Revo- 
lution, and in fact became the capital because of 
the necessity for the patriot, or rebel, goverment to 
remove from Savannah in 1778, although a rebel 
government did not actually begin operation in Au- 
gusta until the next year. Augusta was the storm 
center of patriot activity throughout the Revolution. 
The state assembly had been compelled to leave the 
town by British occupation in 1780, which forms 
one of the most romantic episodes in the state’s his- 
tory. The assembly repaired in 1780 to Heard’s fort, 
in Wilkes county, actually deliberated there, and 
thus caused a wilderness withone house to become 
the actual seat of state government. Upon removal 
of the British in 1781, however, the government of 
the state was re-establishe in Augusta, where it re- 
mained until Louisville became the capital in 1796. 

At the time of ratification a number of old colo- 
nial parishes had already been converted into 10 
counties, this having been effected to a considerable 
extent by the state's first constitution in 1777. These 
counties, and the men who went from them to the 
Augusta convention and signed Georgia's articles of 
ratification of the constitution of the United States 
in 1788, may be read below. The articles of ratifi- 
cation were in these words: 

“STATE OF GEORGIA 

“In Convention, Wednesday, January 2. 1788. 

“TO AL!l. TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS 
SHALL COMFE, GREETING. 

“Whereas the form of a constitution for the gov-

ernment of the United States of America was, on 
the 17th day of September, 1787, agreed upon and 
reported to congress by the deputies of the said 
United States convened in Philadelphta, which saTd 
constitution is written in the words following, to- 
wit: [Text of the constitution]; 


“And, whereas the United States in congress as- 
sembled did, on the 28th day of September, 1787, 
resolve unanimously ‘That the said report, with the 
resolutions and letter accompanying the same, be 
transmitted to the sevaral legislatures, in order to 
be submitted to a convention of delegates chosen 
in each state by the people thereof, in conformity 
to the resolves of the convention made and pro- 
vided in that case’; : ' 

“And, whereas the legislature of the state of 
Georgia did, on the 26th day of October, 1787, in 
pursuance of the above-recited resolution of con- 
gress, resolve That a convention be elected on the 
day of the next general election, and in the same 
manner that representatives are elected; and that 
the said convention consist of not more than three 
members from each county; and that the said con- 
vention should meet at Augusta, on the fourth Tues~ 
day in December then next, and, as soon thereafter 
as convenient, proceed to consider the said report 
and resolutions, end to adopt or reject any part or 
the whole thereof; 


“Now know we, that we. the delegates of the 
people of the state of Georgia, in convention met, 
pursuant to the resolutions of the legislature afore- 
said, having taken into our serious consideration 
the said constitution, have assented to, ratified, and 
adopted, and by these presents do, in virtue of the 
powers and authority to us given by the people of 
the said state for that purpose. for and in behalf of 
ourselves and our constituents, fully and entirely 
assent to, ratify, and adopt, the said constitution’ 

“Done in convention, at Augusta, in the said 
state. on the second dav of January, in the year of 
our Lord 1788. and of the independence of the

Humorous mention of the 
name of this or that suburban town no longer 
evokes even a faint smile, and the comedian who 
would ‘dare try to get a laugh with a reference to 
Oshkosh, Kalamazoo or Walla Walla would be

Up to about ten years ago a comique could be 
pretty certain of a laugh if he suddenly wriggled 
his right knee, felt it with‘an air of\deeply con- 
cerned alarm, and thereafter walked as if one of 
his. legs were shorter than the other.

And any zany who 
in this day and age hoped to make an audience 
laugh by employing that big favorite of another 
generation—the bend-over accompanied by the 
noise from a member of the orchestra suggesting 
a ripping of pants—would be doomed to sore 
disappointment. 


While on the subject of pants, the writers of 
the articles noted should know that the floppy, 
baggy pants of yesterday’s comic catalogue no 
longer get a comedian anywhere. Nor do the 
pants with a target sewed onto the seat. Nor do 
the pants that are constantly falling down. They 
have all been consigned to limbo by the laugh- 
seekers of today. 

The comedian who stroked his fur coat and 
mewed, to the great delight of his customers, is 
as dead as a door-nail. And in the same grave 
with him is his jocund colleague who leaned 
against a tree painted on the scenery and slid 
down upon his tail, who picked the cherries off a 
woman's hat and ate them, who negotiated an 
elaborate preparation for a stupendous sneeze and 
then emitted a diminutive sniffle, who upon being 
bumped into by a woman who exclaimed, “Mon 
Doo! Quelque chose est ici!” exclaimed in turn, 
“Ah, a native of Passaic”, and who mistook 
top hat reposing on the piano for a idor.

Today, instead of playing ‘cowboys and 
indians’ the kids play ‘G-men and Pub- 
lic Enemy No. 1. The game itself is 
in keeping with the times but its prin- 
ciple is the same as the older one. It 
is symbolic of the struggle between 
right and wrong. 

“What the pessimists do not realize 
is that it does not matter what game a 
child plays. What matters is his men- 
tal attitude “toward it. If a boy is 
happy in his home life; if he feels 
secure and is healthy, the guns, the 
crime games and like toys will have no 
more ill effect on him than a good 
rousing game of football or basketball. 
In the exuberance of happy childhood 
one game is like another to him, merely 
a means to fun. 

“On the other hand,” Dr, Bamford 
points out, “if the child is the product 
of an unhappy home; if his parents 
are constantly quarrelling, such games 
may prove an invaluable asset in 
stabilizing his emotions. For in such 
a child there is bound to be an inner 
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resentment—a resentment which he 
subconsciously rids himself of in his 
‘attack’ upon the ‘Public Enemy’ in 
the G-man game, for instance.” 

Discussing the war toys and games 
of military strategy which, manufac- 
turers say, comprise only about one 
per cent of this year’s output, Dr. 
Bamford says: 

“Here again it is the background of 
the child and not the game itself that 
is important to consider. If the child 
is brought up in an environment where 
he does not constantly hear derogatory 
remarks about any one nation or race; 
if there is no intolerance in his home, 
the war games will make no difference. 
On the other hand, if he is the child of 
parents who are always expressing 
hatred for one race or another he will 
unconsciously adopt the same attitude 
—and in this way take on an added im- 
portance.”

Then a little white square waved hesitantly 
in the dark opening: they were going to surrender. 
The soldiers shouted agreement and the doors 
opened wide. One at a time they came out, some 
blackened from grenades, ‘some bleeding; after 
approximately two hundred civilians had walked 
into the open square, the Italian soldiers marched 
out.

Because of his love'for his friend, 
John Cornelius, and because so few 
people understood or loved this 
genius, Hugh Walpole has given. us 
another of his great novels, “John 
Cornelius.” 

His sole purpose in writing this 
book was to make his friend live for 
the people who never knew him. 
The book is a romantic, truthful his- 
tory—romantic in its color, and 


truthful in its realism. That is as 4t 


should be, for the central figure, 
Cornelius, was a man whose life 
Was one struggle after another to- 
ward truth and fidelity, whether in 
his personal life or in his creative 
works of art. The key to Cornelius’ 
life was first, his fidelity, and sec- 
ond, his search for the real world 
behind the factually visible one.

Modern Jules Verne. 
ZERO TO EIGHTY. By Akkad 

Pseudoman. Scientific Publishing 

Co., Princeton, N. J. 283 pp. $3. 


Here is Jules Verne brought up to 
date; well beyond date, as a matter 
of fact, for the narrative is written 
in the year 2000 A. D. It consists of 
the “Lifetime Doings, Reflections, and 
Inventions?” of Pseudoman (an alias 
for Dr. E. F. Northrup, the author.) 
The piece de resistance of the miscele 
laneous contents is a record of a trip 
to the moon and back again. The 
theoretical possibility of such a jaunt 
is documented beyond a doubt by an 
exhaustive description of the ap- 
paratus involved and an exposition 
(faultless, insofar as this layman can 
discover) of elementary physics. 
Aside from the perhaps picayune ob- 
jection that the mathematical ground- 
work supports a structure of guess- 
work likely to appall any would-be 
stellar navigator, this part of the nar- 
rative is unique in conception, is well 
done, and profoundly interesting. 

But when the narrator steps off his 
moon ship and deals with mundane 
‘matters he displays a‘ paucity of 
imagination that is startling by con- 
trast. There seems to be no good 
reason, in the first place, for adorn- 
ing an imaginary narrative of ‘this 
character with a love story. When 
this same love story is tepid and pre- 
sented with a singular awkardness 
of phrase the effect is to destroy the 
very illusion of reality which the au- 
thor has been so careful in building 
up. His interplanetary rapid transit 
is burdened with an appendage as 
graceful as the cow that, according 
to the jingle, once made the same 
trip.

At this time of the year there are 
two very important bits of work that 
must be done in regard to fruit trees 
in general and peach trees in par- 
ticular, 


The old trees that have been bear- 
ing and for that matter all peach 
trees that have been planted in the 
past should be pruned immediately. 
This pruning should be done with 
the object in view of having as much 
sunlight as possible coming through 
the trees so that the peaches may be 
exposed to the sunlight throughout 
the spring and summer. This is the 
reason that professional orchards 
train their trees in such a manner 
that they appear more like bushes 
than trees. The center main stem 
should not be allowed to grow more 
than three or four feet from the 
ground. From three to five branches 
should be depended upon to bear the 
entire burden of both fruit and 
foliage of the trees. These should be 
selected in such a way that the tree 
is evenly branched and each year 
should have one-third of the previous 
season’s growth, and all of the dead 
and diseased wood removed. 

As soon as this pruning is com- 
pleted the trees should have «a 
thorough spraying with dry lime sul- 
phur or scalecide. The purpose of 
dry lime sulphur spraying is to con- 
trol San Jose scale and to accom- 
plish this it is usually necessary to 
spray the trees two or three time: 
during the dormant season. The last 
spraying should occur just before the 
buds begin to swell. So far this sec- 
tion of the state still has sufficient 
a for at least two thorough spray- 


gs. 

To control curculia and other fun- 
gus diseases it is usually counted 
necessary that the summer spraying 
be done also, The best material for 
this use, particularly for the home 
grower, is mulsoid sulphur, which/)is 
in reality dry lime sulphur in suf- 
ficiently, weak shape to prevent the 
tender peach foliage from being de- 
stroyed by the spraying.

WHAT TO DO IN DECEMBER, 


MULCHING: December 8 the ac- 
cepted month for mulching 
shrub beds as well as perennials 
and roses, The best material for 
this purpose is a mixture of peat 
moss and sheep or cow manure. 

FERTILIZING: Bone meal, raw, 
4s the best material for fertiliz- 
ing roses and bulbs as they are 
placed in the ground. A light 
application of bone meal or 
sheep manure is good for the 
lawn at this time to promote 
winter stooling. 


PRUNING: Take the tall stems 
out of roses, remove the dead. 
wood from all shrubs, both de- 
ciduous and evergreen. The 
flowering shrubs’ should be 
pruned after they have bloomed 
next spring. 

SPRAYING: Now that fruit trees 
are dormant they should have a 
thorough dormant spraying us- 
ing scalecide or dry lime sulphur 
for the peaches. Dormant spray- 

) ing for scales is most important 

and should not be overlooked. 


should be attended to at once, prune 
fairly severely and spray thoroughly. 


The two jobs for the early part of 
December are the spraying and plante- 
ing of peach and other fruit trees. 
Upon the proper planting of these 
trees, depends the future success of 
the orehard and for this reason un- 
usual care should be taken and every 
detail. attended ‘to in the planting. 
There are several important points 
that must be borne in mind. 


First, the plants should be set about 


“one inch deeper than they stood in 


the nursery. This is for the proper 
protection of the bud. 


Second, spread the roots in as nat- 
ural a position as possible, first hav- 
ing cut away with a sharp knife all 
of the injured and bruised roots. 


Third, use the very richest soil and 
work it closely about the roots of the 
plants, using the fingers to have this 
good rich top soil in close contact 
with them in order that there will 
be no air pockets. 


Fourth, firm the soil thoroughly, 
tramping it evenly — the hole is 
half filled. 


Fifth, finish filling the hole, leav- 
ing loose soil on top of the ground 
for a mulch, also leaving a slight de- 
pression to act as a pocket to catch 
water. 


Sixth, unless the manure is well 
rotted and thoroughly mixed with the 
soil, it is better to use this manure 
on top of the ground. 

Last, and most important of all, 
the hole for the pianting of this peach 
tree should be twice as large as seems 
necessary. For the usual size peach 
tree the hole should be two feet in 
diameter. This seems almost un- 
necessary, but it must be remembered 
that these -small roots must have 
plenty of room in which to grow. 

Although peaches are more widely 
raised than any other one fruit here 
in Georgia, there is surprisingly little 
information generally known about 
them. There are several important 
features that should be remembered. 

If it happens that you have a 
choice of several places in which they 
may be planted choose the north side 
of a fairly steep hill. This seems a 
strange suggestion when almost every 
spring there is considerable talk of 
winter kill. There is a reason. The 
fruit buds of peaches will stand very 
cold weather if they are thorough- 
ly dormant. But if the buds once 
start swelling and are ready to open, 
a fairly light freeze will do consider- 
able damage. Therefore, if the trees 
be placed on a northern elevation, the 
trees will t be somewhat protected

Do nc 
work the soil when it is very wet 
Use a generous covering of bane 
meal on top of the soil after you hav 
finished planting them. Work lightly 
into the soil. Plant about six inche: 
deep. 

Question: Will my delphiniur 
plants be heardy in Atlanta? 

Answer: Yes, the colder the better 
They grow lovelier in Finland tha 
anywhere else that I have seen. Pu 
deep drainage in a trench, then so 
soil and then much manure. Add si 
or eight inches more of soil, bringin 
it slightly higher than the surround 
ing earth. Then plant your delphini 
ums. Do not let the manure touc 
the roots. You may now add som 
bone meal, and last of all, sifted co 
ashes to keep off the snails. 

Question: Have I waited too late 
to lift the plants out of my perennial 
beds and rework the soil? 

Answer: No, this work can be done 
at any time of the winter. However, 
I would prefer getting it done before 
Christmas, while the weather is not 
so cold and rainy. Lift your plants, 
cover them with leaves and burlap 
and they can be kept for several 
weeks. I think it best to replant 
them as soon as is convenient.

Bud had aided in hiding his body. 

Bud then was taken before Dave 
and repeated his story. 

“You're a dirty liar!” Dave yelled 
and tried to spring upon his brother. 

Details of the confession were kept 
secret, and District Judge George W. 
Johnson called a special session of 
the Bowie county grand jury for 
Wednesday. Dave was indicted for 
murder, Bud as an accomplice, and 
Collie Goodwin and Buck Sanders 
were named on hog theft charges. 
George Goodwin was found to have a 
eer alibi and was released. Mrs.

Dave pleaded not guilty and his 
trial was set for Monday, March 10, 
with Bud's to follow immediately. 


As news of the indictments spread 
over the county, feeling against Dave 
and Bud became intense. Jim Elliott, 
uncle of the slain youth, was serving 
as jailer. Mob spirit was spreading. 
Sheriff Brooks hurriedly spirited 
Dave out of the county. 

From Wednesday until the trial on 
the following Monday, they were 
kept in separate jails and moved each 
night, being held at Jefferson, Mount 
Pleasant, Paris and Marshall. 

Alarmed by the mob threat, Dave 
omg with Sheriff Brooks to pro- 

him. “Don’t let them get me 
aa I’ll tell the truth,” he pleaded. 
“I killed Eliott, but I had to do it. 
“I knew he believed I had killed 
his hog, and I wanted to get him 
away from the folks before some of 
them let something slip. That’s why 
I offered to go with him. 
“I helped him look for his hogs 
for a while, and then told him I was 
going to sit down and kill a rabbit 
for fish bait. Elliott was on his 
horse. Suddenly he put his hand im 
his pocket and said: “You’ve got to 
get the hell out of these woods.’ 
“I told him I had a right to hunt 
in the woods, and he got mad and 
started toward me trying to get his 
hand out of his pocket. I thought he 
had a gun and was going to shoot. I 
shot him with the shotgun and he fell 
off his horse, but started to get up. 
I grabbed my rifle and shot him 
again as he came on. I saw he was 
dead and started to go after the law, 
but I knew I would be put in jail. 
I decided to hide the body and went 
after Bud to help me.” 

“‘You’re not telling the truth, Dave,” 
Sheriff Brooks told him. “Elliott 
was shot from the back both times 
te either shot would have killed 

m.”

Bud Goodwin was the star witness 
for thé state. He told his story and 
could not be shaken by the defense 
attorneys. Dave, tall and blonde, took 
the stand in his own defense. He 
repeated his story of self-defense 
without any trace of emotion. 


District Attorney Waters pleaded 
for the death penalty, and branded 
Goodwin as the most cold-blooded 
killer in the history of the county. 

The defense attorneys begged for 
mercy. They declared that Dave 
Goodwin's mind was that of a 10- 
year-old child. They cited testimony 
of his father that he had never been 
allowed to attend school.

When Bud Goodwin was brought 
to trial on March 12, his state-ap- 
pointed attorney contended there was 
no evidence to show that he had been 
an accomplice and that he could not 
be charged as an accessory under the 
Texas law. The district attorney held 
that Bud’s expression of ‘all right” 
when Dave said he intended to kill 
Elliott had made him an accomplice. 

With feeling, still running high, 
state and defense attorneys conferred 
and Bud agreed to plead guilty and 
take a 20-year sentence.

appealed for a new trial on the 
grounds that Judge Johnson had 
erred in his charge and that a fear 
of mob violence had predominated 
during the trial. | 

The court of criminal appeals ren- 
dered one of the most unusual de- 
cisions in its history on November 
26, 1930. 

The court held that the presence of 
five sheriffs and 20 other officers was 
evidence of a fear of mob violence 
and that when the defense attorneys 
failed to ask a change of verue, the 
judge should have ordered one on his 
own initiative. 

The appellate court also held that 
the court had erred in the charge to 
jury, but that since the defense at- 
torneys had failed to file exceptions 
at. the time, the higher court was 
powerless to act and could only af- 
firm the sentence. 

“The conduct of the trial was in~- 
excusable, but since there are no 
errors in the record, we can only af- 
firm the lower court,” the court held. 

Defense Attorneys Taylor and 
Barkman declared they were ap- 
pointed on the eve of the trial and 
had no time to prepare a defense, 
and that they had only one chance 
to talk to the defendant for a few 
minutes when he was returned for 
trial. Motion for a rehearing was 
filed, and the case attracted wide at- 
tention. 

J. A. R. Moseley Jr., prominent 
Texarkana attorney, took up the fight 
to win a new trial for Dave Goodwin. 
The attorney, serving without pay, 
declared the youth had been rushed 
to trial in the x* ona Fa of a mob, and 
that he had no chance of a fair and 
impartial hearing. 


When the motion for a rehearing 
was argued before the appellate court 
on January 81, 1981, friends of Elliott 
were so bitter over the attempt to 
save Goodwin from the chair that 


mob violence again appeared im- 
minent. 
Since his conviction, Goodwin had 


been held in the Titus county jail at 
Mount Pleasant. During his 11 
months’ confinement, he had written 
a song giving his version of the case. 
Now he was rushed to the Dallas jail 
for safety. 

Goodwin again was denied a new 
trial on May 27. The court of crim- 
inal appeals denied the motion for a 
rehearing, but severely condemned 
the state law that made it impossible 
for the tribumal to correct the errors 
of the trial court.
